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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Wood does not teach 
extracting and decrypting authentication data from an attribute certificate. Examiner asserts that Wood teaches all of said steps. Wood 
column 18 line 43 states that the login credentials may be a certificate. Wood teaches that the authentication data is decrypted using a 
private key and determined to be authentic. The examiner asserts that to decrypt the credentials it is inherent that they are extracted. 
Applicant also asserts that Perlman does not teach forwarding the the authentication data to a controlled resource. Applicant argues that 
"workstation 210" is involved in the process and not a "separate host". A reading of Col 6 lines 18-40, along with Figure 2, shows that the 
client in Perlman is 202a, and that the authentication data is sent to "host" Workstation 210, and forwarded on to a "controlled resource", or 
application. 

Regardless of the system configuration of Perlman, Perlman is not being relied upon for its system structure, only to show forwarding 
authentication data to a controlled resource. Wood is relied upon to show the exchange of authentication data and authentication of client. 
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
